REPAIRS' o.v WHITE HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON". July 2.—Since the ad- 


journment of congress, it has developed1 


that extensive repairs will have to be' 
made to the White House before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his family return to 
it next autumn. 


Consress was nuked, at its recent ses- 


sion to make a considerable appropria- 
tion for ''extraordinary repairs" at the 
White House. Some reluctance was man- 
ifested by congress in making the appro- 
priation, but $.'i">,000 linalty- was author- 
ized to be expended. Practically the 
whole of this amount will hnve to be us- 
ed in making the repairs necessary.

CAUSE OF WRECK IN DOUBT. 


Every independent effort to discover 


the cause of the accident has thus far 
failed and the oflicials this afternoon 
said they were also in the dark. Kail 
road engineers, experts and reprcscnta 
tives of the coroner and board of trade, 
examined 
inch 
by inch, the rails on 


which the disaster occurred, but appar- 
ently witli no result. The confusion was 
accentuated by the death of the engine 
driver and stoker and the cause of the 
derailment will be enveloped in doubt, 
despite all theories until the board of 
trade inquiry and the coroner's inquest 
arc concluded.

.federal stamp upon the can will be a 
guarantee not only of the hcalthfulness 
of the animal, but also that the product 
•was prepared in sanitary surroundings, 
and with the addition of no deleterious 
chemical nr preservative—any meat food 
product bearing tho government stamp 
•will lie fit for food. 


"With this law in operation, it may be 


accepted as a fact, that for hcaltlifnl- 
jiess and purity, the prepared or canned 
product will compare favarably with the 
ircsh meat of the I'nited Slates which is 
and always has been the finest in the 
world."

ASK FOR LIFE SAVER. 


In view of the sad fact that three 


persons have drowned at the .Rapids so 
far this summer, and that several per 
sons have been victims during the last 
four or five summer seasons, the own- 
ers and occupants of camps nnd cot- 
tages along the river have expressed a 
unanimous opinion to the effect that a 
part of the ftacine life saving crew, at 
least a man or two on Sundays, be sta- 
tioned at the Kapicls during the season 
so as to prevent any more of the fatal 
accidents -which have cast gloom over 
the otherwise so popular Rummer resort. 


A number of ladies were involuntary 


witnesses to the drowning of John Al- 
triuger 
last Saturday afternoon, 
and 


they all agree in the statement that if 
there had been a life saving boat within 
reach, t.hft young man could have been" 
saved. 


It is also claimed that most of tho 


ilrowuings have occurred near the heav- 
iest populaced ports, of the river, and 
that a branch station of the local life 
saving crew ought to be stationed there. 


Most accidents occurring at the river 


are a morn or less direct result of rash- 
ness on tho pnrt of boys and young men, 
who. being unconwcious of the depths of 


at the Rapids also claim that the juris- 
diction of such n- station should extend 
farther than ordinary, and that the men 
at the station should be empowered to 
arrest all those who, when rowing, be- 
come too careless and thereby risk their 
lives as well as those of others. 


It is understood that a petition is to 


be circulated-among the 
hundreds of 


people, summering along the river, to 
the effect that a life saving station- be 
erected. As it is-not likely'that such 
a station would be built this summer, 
the presence of a life guard would do 
much to lessen the danger of fatal acci- 
dents.

Latter Fairly Shouted in Texan's Face 


as His Temper Increased-The 


Trouble Occurred Over 


Puss Feature.

"the most competent of all attorneys is 
to lose his job," and added: "So it goes, 
the dear people are bamboozled every 
day, but the hurrah goes on. The presi- 
dent assures us from time to time that' 
the crimes of the Standard Oil company 
are to be punished, but ,wlion it comes 
to a real light and -when there is an op- 
portunity to do something, he sits dumb 
and allows the house conferees to com- 
pel the senate conferees to yield to the 
demands of the Standard Oil company." 


' SAYS TILLMAN HAS GRIEVANCE. 


Senator Elkins defended the confer- 


ence report on the commodity nincnt- 
inent saying that as originally adopted, 
the provision meojit the confiscation of 
the property.of the independent oil op- 
erators. He also took exception to Mr. 
Tillman'a criticisms saying in reply that 
he (Mr. Elkins) is as free from the. in- 
Jluenca of Standard Oil as any member 
could be. He also declared that the 
president needs no defense and he sharg- 
ed that the South Carolina senator was 
aggrieved because the president did uot 
agreo with him. He declared that the 
effect of the Tillman plan would be to 
break down the independent company, 
and said apparently that was what Mr. 
Tillman was trying to do. He admonish- 
ed the South Carolinan that even if he 
desired to injure tho Standard, Oil he 
should not at the same.timVdestroy the 
business of thousands of others.'Ho.said 
Standard Oil is taking care of itself and 
to the latter point Senator Bailey re- 
p'.ied that •"whether .that company needs 
help or not it gets it." 


In a. colloquy between Senators Elkins 


and Tillman relative to what the form- 
ed knew of West Virginia, Mr. Tillman 
laid: 
"What you want in West Virginia is 


votes." To which Mr. Elkiiis retorted: 
"You aro hunting votes in South- Caro- 
lina yourself."

CALLS IT DEMAGOGUERY. 


Mr. Bailey announced his intentio.n to

He criti- 
cised the conferees for su shaping the 
provision and was sharply challenged by 
Mr. TUhnan, when one of the sharpest 
conflicts of the session occurred between 
the two Democratic leaders, standing el- 
bow to elbow, 


Tho clash came when Mr. Tillman in- 


terrupted Mr. -Bailey. 


CLASS TILLMAN PURSUES. 


"An attorney exclusively in the em- 


ploy of a railroad," said Mr. Tillman, "be 
classed with the other employes, but the 
attorney who gets a pass and does noth- 
ing else, but watch juries .round up eons 
and do other Uttlo odd jobs and never 
gets any compensation except transpor- 
tation for himself and .hia. family is the 
man I was after. I do not know what 
the senator thinks about, but I think 
that class havo got no business riding on 
tho rajlroads at all unless they pay for 
it, any. more than any other man." 


To this Mr. Bailey replied that he did 


not regard such men as attorneys and 
Mr. TUlman proceeded, asking: "What 
about the man -who works with his hands 
and the man who works with his brain? 
When

ST. PETERSBURG, June 20.—An offi- 


cial denial is given of the report that 
the emperor and court are leaving llet- 
crliof mid returning 
to 
Tsarskoc-Selo 


owing to the discovery of a revolution- 
ary plot among the palace servants. The 
report it is olricially accounted for by 
the rumors following the retirement of 
O'eneral I'lcsko, the commandant ut Pet- 
erhof, and tlic appointment of Colonel 
Leromentoff, commander of the imperial 
legiment of Uhlans, as his successor. The 
former's retirement is- stated to be due 
purely to private considerations, but sev- 
eral officers of his staff are indignant at 
the promotion of Colonel 
Lerementoff 


over their heads and have asked to be re- 
lieved. 


This gave rise to the report of the dis- 


covery of a revolutionary plot. While 
the official explanations arc regarded 
with suspicion as it is beyond question 
that the.terrorists and revolutionists are 
constantly attempting to gain a foothold 
in the paluee, there is no cause to doubt 
the truth of the official statement that 
the court.has no.intention of returning 
to Tsarskoe-Selo this summer.

THANKED BY PRESIDENT 


Congress Felicitated on Work 


—Most Notable in Roose- 


velt's Memory. . 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt Saturday night, on the 
adjournment of the congress, dictated a 
statement concerning the work accom- 
plished during the session just conclud- 
;d. Ho says the present congress has 
done more "substantial work along the 
lines of "rcnl constructive statesman, 
ship" thnn has been Accomplished at any 
session of congress with which the presi- 
dent is familiar. 
He says the men of 


geniune patriotism have a right to .feel 
"a profound satisfaction in the 
entire 


course of this congress." 


The text of the president's statement 


follows: 


•'In the session that 1ms just closed 


the congress has done more substantial 
ivork for good than any congress hns 
done at anv session since I became fa 
miliar with public affairs. 
The legisla- 


tion has been along the lines of real 
constructive statesmanship of the most 
practical and efficient type, and bill after 
bill has been enacted into law which was 
of an importance so great that it is fair 
to say the enactment o£ any of them 
ulor.e would have made the session mem- 
orable; such, for instnnce, as the ruilroad 
rate bill, the meat inspection measure, 
the pure food bill, the bill for free alco- 
hol in the arts, tho consular reform bill, 
Panama eannl legislation, thn joint state- 
hood bill, and the naturalization bill. 


"I certainly have no disposition to 


blink at what there is of evil in our soc- 
ial, industrial or political life of today 
but it focms to me that the men of genu- 
ine patriotism who genuinely wish wel' 
to their country have the right to fee 
a profound satisfaction in the 
entire 


course of tliis congress. I would not be 
afraid to compare its record with that o 
anv. previous congress in our history, noi 
alone for the wisdom, but for the disin 
terested high inindedness which has con 
trolled its notion. Tt is noteworthy thai 
not a single measure which the rlosof 
scrutiny could warrant us in calling o 
doubtful propriety has been enacted:
